RIDGE- RESERVOIR ROAD CUT --- 


TEMPORARILY! = Large Group and Offucials Attend Meeting 


A meeting of high interest was held 
recently in the Second Ward Recre- 
ation Hall to discuss the problem of 
the Ridge Resevoir Road with a large 
group of interested citizens present 
to hear Chamber of Commerce repr- 
sentatives, P.F.R.A. officials, County 
officials and the Hon. L. C. Halmrast 
Minister of Agricultue for Alberta, 
speak for, against and around the sub 
ject. 


Alma Hancock, President nf the 
Chamber of Commerce, presided and 
started off by introducing the visit- 
ing officials, Mr. Halmrast, Mr, Un- 
derhill, Mr. Brown and Mr. Sauder of 
the P.F.R.A., Dean Grundlock, reeve 
of the County of Warner and the 
County Councillors. He then spoke a 
few words on behalf of the local Cha 
mber of Commerce saying that it 
might not make as much noise and 
attract quite so much attention as 
some other such group it does, never 
theless, a lot of work and is ona 
par with the best of them. 


Mr. Hancock said that it was the 
Chambers duty to spearhead anything 
good and to appose anything detri- 
mental to the District. The C of C, he 
said, had been right with this project 
from the beginnéing and would work 
increasingly to get the best possible 
solution to the problem — that being 
a bridge across the Reservoir in Cards 
Coulee, 

A bit of merriment was caused by 
Mr. Hancock explanation of why Mr. 
Foss, the P.F.R.A. engineer, was not 
present at the meeting —- Mr. Russell 
had to go back to Edmonton and Mr. 
Foss had to drive him to Lethbridge 
to catch the plane. Even though oth- 
ers offered to do the job Mr. Foss 
insisted on going even though it had 
been advertised that he would be at 
the meeting. It was then that Alma 
suggested that the meeting be carried 
on according to parliamentary pro- 
ceedure — to avoid the confusion of 
everyone talking at once — everyone 
but Mr. Foss that is. 

In commentary further Alma said 
that this is one of the finest communi 
ties in Alberta and that no-one here 
had any intention of apposing any 
phrase of irrigation developement but 
that justice should be done, that this 
is a democracy and everyone should 
have a voice in any matter concern- 
ing them and that public officials are, 
or should be, obligated to listen to 
representatives of the community. 
Efforts to get this bridge problem set 
tled ,;have been going on since 1950 
but that officials had paid no atention 

Credit was given to Paul Redd for 
his work in compiling facts and fig- 
ures regarding this problem. Accord- 
ing to official statistics there were 
only twenty families affected by the 
decision of the engineer to build the 
road around the west end of the lake 
but according to the figures of Mr. 
Redd there was 275 people in 1950 
and many more now, These people 
have had two roads to come to Ray- 
mond on but when the water has back 
ed up in the coulee both of these 
roads will be covered. The road a- 
round the west end of the lake will 
add six miles per round trip a 
big item to be considered. 

It was repeatedly stated through- 
out the meeting that !othing special 
was being asked for but that the 
people of this District should be left 
in possession of the advantages they 
now possess and that the betterment 
of the east country should not be 
gained by taking away the benefits 
that the people of this area have work 
ed so hard for so many years to gain, 

The “guesstimates” of Mr. Foss in 
dicates that the bridge or causeway 
across the Reservoir would be more 
costly than the road around the end 
of the lake but, as was brought out 
at the meeting, if it cost twice or 3 
or 4 times as much it would indeed be 
worth every penney it cost. According 
to the present plan more roads are 
going to be necessary to bring the pro 
duce to market and the children to 
school and these roads are to be paid 
for by the very people the engineer !s 
supposed to be working to benefit -~- 
the taxpayer. The road anound the end 
of the lake may be cheaper now but 
in the years ahead the extra cost of 
hauling over the extra miles will more 
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than pay the difference in cost. It 
was also brought out at the meetifig 
that the P.F.R.A. engineer had made 
no official estimate as to the cost of 
this bridge but had only guessed be- 
cause, he said, it was not engineer- 
ingly feasible to build a bridge there 
because of the quicksand. It was de- 
finitely proven be an engineering re- 
port that the quicksand there was of 
no consequence. The engineer had 
based his assumption on test holes 
drilled one and one half miles from 
the site and yet he said that the one 
test hole drilled by a reputable firm 
of engineers engaged by the Chamber 
of Commerce Was not enough to base 
a definite report on. 


J. Golden Snow, chairman of the 
Raymond School Board, was called on 
for his opinion and he said that the 
roads now used by the school vais 
will be changed and that more roads 
will of necessity be built and that the 
school children will have many more 
hours of riding to get to school and 
back home. It was his opinion that the 
present roadway should be maintain 
ed if at all possible, 


Ray Depew, a farmer councillor of 
MD No. 5, who lives out at the end 
of the road said that it was vital nec 
easity that families remain on their 
farms but if this main road was cut 
and people were forced to go out of 
their way that there would be a great 
er incentive to leave the farm. If this 
happened and a couple lean years 
came along it would be pretty tough 
on the Town to have to find all the 
transplanted farmers. He said that 
Mr. Foss had been sore about this 
thing for four years and that a recent 
meeting held in Warner was the first 
one he had even bothered to give the 
representatives a hearing — it was 
his usual practise to turn and walk 
away. When Ray commented that Mr. 
Foss had said that a bridge couldn't 
be built across so short a coulee and 
yet he built the St. Mary’s Dam the 
crowd burst into applause. The matter 
of “fall” in the coulee was another 
reason the P.F.R.A, engineer said 
that a bridge was not possible but the 
by saying that the men as there is 
independent engineer said that this al 
so was fancy and not fact. 

Rulon H. Dahl, secretary of the Ray- 
mond Irrigation District, gave a very 
comprehensive report of things as 
they have affected the Irrigation Dis 
trict and said that organization had 
tried to remain neutral and not a 
pressure group from either side. He 
said that the problem was costing 
farmers money each day because wa 
ter could not be turned into ditches 
until the water was released froin 
the dam to the west, which would 
flood the road, He said that as far as 
Mr. Foss’ pressence at the meeting 
Was concerned he could not see that 
any benefit would have come of it 
and that Mr. Foss was hot in the best 
of health. He said that irrigation had 
pretty well spread from here. The 
construction of the Jensen Dam had 
seemed the answer to the local irriga- 
tion problem but then the eastern part 
of the province had clamored so much 
for water that the S.M.R.D. had been 
begun, 

Mr, Dahl said that 90% of the trou 
ble now confronting this district could 
have been awarded by better public 
relations on the part of the P.F.R.A. 
Farms had been torn up for ditches 
and laterals and crops had been torn 
up without any regard for personal 
rights, in many cases. Six different 
men of some authority had been taken 
on tours of the site during the past 
three years and all had agreed that 
the bridge should be built if at all 
possible and yet today the P.F.R.A. 
said it was a matter of cost and not 
feasibility. Mr. Dahl said that In com 
parison to the amounts spent here 
and elsewhere on this project the cost 
of the bridge was a mere pittance. 

The irrigation farmers in this area 
were suffering now, said Mr. Dahl, 
because the structure for delivering 
water locally were cut last Fall with 
no sense or reason being displayed. 
The gates and controls could have 
remained as they were for years with 
out bothering anyone or anything but 
With no regard for water delivery this 
Spring they were destroyed, 
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Mr. Dahl gave a very interesting 
report on the history of the Irrigation 
District and of how many thousands 
of dollars had been saved by the inter 
vention of local men to re-route can- 
als and ditches. Tenders had been call 
ed for one canal that would have cost 
enough to build the bridge if local 
men had not protested and had the 
canal re-routed. 

Mayor Frank R. Taylor said that the 
project was very much worthwhile and 
Stressed its great importance to the 
people of Raymond and District. He 
said that the bridge would serve for 
many generations and that this end 
the facts that a detour around the 
end of the lake would require two 
roads to be built which would prob- 
ably cost as much as the bridge. Mr. 
Taylor said that if a proper hearing 
years ago the present friction and con 
had been given the committee several 
tention would not be necessary. He al 
s0 commented on the reduced land 
values the detour would create, say- 
ing that men had worked for many yrs 
to accumulate holding that are now 
being cut into pieces by the lake and 
that the extra mileage would just be 
adding insult to injury. 

Mr. Taylor expressed the apprecia- 
tion of the Town to the men who had 
done the work on this project and al 
So to the visitors for their presence. 

Dean Gundlock, chairman of the 
County Council, began his remarks 
in the country and that they were 
by saying that the men on the Coun- 
cil, were as honest and hardworking 
men as there is in the country and 
that they were all working for the 
benefit of everyone. He said that the 
Council had received a deligation from 
Raymond asking their help with this 
problem and that the only thing the 
Council had control of was the road 
and that they did mot sanction the 
closing of the road then and did not 
now! But, he said, water must go fast 
and so a compromise must be affect- 
ed. He suggested the road be cut for 
water to go east immediately and that 
the matter be reviewed at a future 
date and something definite be decid- 
ed then. He pointed out that the cut 
in the road would be a temporary sol- 
ution to the problem that would serve 
the best interests of all concerned. 

Mr. Halmrast was the last speaker 
of the evening and started off by 
telling of his duties ag Minister of A- 
griculture and that each locality had 
what they termed as the most import- 
amt problem in the province. He said 
that he had toured the site and had 
heard the preliminary discussions and 
that he had lived in the south and 
had seen the results of irrigation and 
was all for it. He told of his recent 
tour with P.F.R.A. officials over the 
700,000 irrigated acres in the Prov 
ince and of the tasty chicken dinner 
they had and the strong coffee they 
had served themselves at one of the 
camps down east. After talking a- 
round the subject for several minutes 
Mr. Halmrast said that some Prairie 
Farm Assistance Act money is now 
being spent on irrigation projects 
which are a permanent remedy for 
drouth, 

Mr. Halmrast said that several yrs 
ago it was “guesstimated” that the 
bridge would cost $100,000 later this 
was raised to -216,000 and then the 
engineer said there was quicksand 
there and the bridge would have to 
be built on piles driven down 30 [t 
and that it would cost $450,000 — all 
this without ever having made an en- 
gineering report on it! And all this 
time it was a matter of engineering 
feasibility. It was Mr. Foss’ suggestion 
that the road be built around the 
west end of the lake. 

After years of talking about feasl- 
bility L. B, Thompson, director of wa- 
ter resources, said that is not probable 
that the govermment would be willing 
to spend the money to put the bridge 
across. 

A question period followed Mr, Hal 
mrast’s remarks with Mr. Gundlock 
being asked what the nature of the 
compromise would be to which be an 
swered that the road would “temp- 
oraily” be cut and the road detoured 
so that the water could be used but 
that the cutting of the road would 
definitely be of a/ temporary nature.
